Von Puttkamer 


After formal evidence called 
on the identification of docu- 
menta pertaining to the case 
and Accused’s hand-writing, 
Baron Jecso Von Puttkamer 
war called to the witness-box. 

Baron Von Puttkamer said he 
had been Director. of the Ger- 
man Information Bureau in 
Shanghai from late 1941 until 
the German surrender and was 
now detained at the Victoria 
Remand Prison, 

. Witness said he listened re- 
gularly to broadcasts ever 
XGRS from the autumn of 
1941: he met Johnston at the 
Germany Embasey and inthe 
brondcaating station of — Fiick- 
Steger. Putikamer said he was 
firat introduced by Flick-Steger 
to Johnston, when the former 
told him: “This.is Pat Kelley.” 

To Mr. Sainsbury, witness 
sald Johnston did not deny be- 
Inge Pat Kelly. Witneas said he 
had spoken to Johnston on a 
number of occasions and was 
quite certaln that Pat Kelly and 
Johnston were the same person. 
. He had heard ‘the broadcast 
made in the name of Pat Kelly 
and he knew aceused’s- duties 
at XGRS were those of a an- 
nouncer and commentator and 
that he was often engaged in 
brondcasting drama, entertain- 
ment and sketches.

Johnson’s Statement 

Johnston then said he wished 
to make qa stutement to be re- 
corded with the committal pro-! 
ecedinga, This wan permitted 
nnd he addressed the Court as 
follows: 

“I wish to say that all 
private papers from Shanghai, 
have been denled. me. The 
clothes I am standing in are a 
gift. I was never given the pri- 
vilege cf collecting my 
oftes making repeated attempts 
to get them. I was held for 
roughly ten months at Shanghal 
on the request of the 
auth¢rities at Nanking. , 

“This statement can be verified 
by the Superintendent cf Ward 
Road Gaol .in Shanghai: It. is 
definitely established that “the 
Chinese Government had no 
charges ogalnst me because a 
letter was written officially and 
jointly by the Superintendent of 
Prisuns and three British subjects 
held nt Ward Rend Gaol to the 
Waichinpoo (Chinese ‘ Forelgn 
OMce) in Nanking. 

“This letter was 
officially fram the Waichinpco in 
Nanking. The letter, was sent 
to the Superintendent cf Ward 
Road- Gao).---It definitely was an 
officinl document. It had ‘the 
Waichinpoo seal on its. The 
English translation was mnde 
for us by the Asistant Superin- 
tendent of Prisons. This letter 
state very definitely and very 
clearly that the three prisoners 
(British) held at Ward Road 
Gnol had been arrested on in- 
formation received from the 
British officials at Nanking and 
that we were to be held until 
such time os arrangments could 
be made for us to be transferred 
elsewhere. :

“The Chinese Government re- 
gretted the negligence shewn by

“We were visited a few times 
by a man named Gill who told us

{af I am to be given a falr 
tfial 1 must have access to my 
personal papers which have been 
denied me through no fault of 
my own. “This [s all I have to 
say.”

Revived discussion on the 
prospects” of local reparations 
from Japan is most likely’ “to 
fave ts its ultimate effect a 
heavier disappointment for those 
who still cutertain an odd beljef 
that adequate recompense — for 
war losses will be forthcoming.

lyr a poor subject for a repara- 
tions bill anything like com- 
imensurate to’ the havoc and 
destruction ber militarists suc- 
ceeded, in leaving in their wake. 
As a prospect, Japan presents an 
appearance at least as dis- 
couraginy, as that to be observed 
in Germany. Rather than sup: 
porting. measures to complete her 
ruin, the tendency to-day, rightly 
or wrongly, is to ensure that 
Japan is made capable of self- 
sufficiency and, in addition, can- 
tributingg something towards the 
economic equilibrium of the Far 
Kast: China's failure to rise to 
her opportunity, the lack of any 
indication that, within reasonable 
time,.she, could take over Japan’s 
pre-war role,- hts, of course, 
‘stimulated ideas urging gentle- 
ness with Japon. Japan's im- 
poverishment. the Gust of occupa.

League of Natlons was drafted 
and cmbodied In the peace 
treaties amt the League itself 
set up. Now for the sume pur- 
pose the United Natlons — Or- 
yanisation has bcem cstablish- 
ed on the strength of a Charter 
adopted at San Francisco on 
June 26, 1945, : 

By Article 43 of that Gharter 
all.the members of the United 
Natlons promised to make 
available to the Security Coun- 
ell armed forces, nssistasice, 
and facilities necessary for the 
purpose of maintaining inter- 
national peace and security. By 
Article 46 they agreed to hold 
national = alr-force ccntingents 
rendy for combined netiom at 
the call of the Security Council; 
and by Article, 46 the Milltary 
Staff Committee of the Counc!l 
waa instructed to make plans 
for the applicavon of an armed 
force. 

Lack of Unanimity 


On May 3, this Staff Com- 
mittee issued its first report 
upon the establishment of a 
“United Nations International 
Force.” On 26 of the 41 clauses 
of this report Its authors agree. 
They disagree upon the remain- 
ing 16. The divergence of thelt 
views seem to reflect the stand-
